thatthe towne was ſo ſoone deliuered vnto him as 
itwas. For whereas the Duke of TAHmon laievnder 
the wals of Gaunt, with {uthcient force and moſt 
deliberate rclolution toſuccour the ſayd towne of 
Antwarp vpon his mutinie , fearing further incon- 
ueniencc, he marched away with his whole camp, 
lcauing the enemienow battering the towne,who 
ſceing themſclues fruſtrateof their expeted hope, 
preſently rendered the ſame to the duke of Parma, 
But how were they recompenced?. Within one 
yeere they were letallto famiſh for hunger, which 
ſome of them ſecking to releeue, by forcranging 
out ypon the Countrie,foure and twentie of them 
were taken and carried to_Adztwerp, of whoſe be. 
ginning they were the chicteſt, and there openlye 
hangedinthe market place. VV hercas all hes na- 
tions had libertic to rob and fteale, and doo what 
they liſt . Another troupe of them of thirtye, 
beeing foorth, and lying ina village neere Popper 
ring in Flanders,a companie of Spaniardes hearing 
of them,cameinto the village where they were, & 
after friendly and foldierly falutation of cach fide, 
as they wereall making merrie together, on a ſo- 
daine the Spaniards tooke themat aduauntage vn- 
armed, and moſt trecherouſly and-inhumanelye 
murthered them cuerie one, Candhis complaintcs 
were madetothe Duke,by the friends of thoſe that 
were thus murthered,and by the Captaines of the 
Regiment,but there could bee no remedie nor iu- 
ſtice obtained. Buttomakeamendes, becauſe they 


would bee the cleanlier ridde of the refidue of this

e miſcrable troupe, the campe being then be- 
tore Winockberehen, they madethem two litle forts 
of purpoſe,in which they willingly placed themin 
the vemoſt quarterof the whole camp, and neereſt 
confining to the town, to the end they might haue 
all their throates cut, asin deede they had verie few 
nights after. At which time the enemie aflaulti 
them with great furic, andthey defending them- 
ſclues moſt mantully aboue the ſpace of an houre, 
in ſuch ſort, as the alarum paſſed through the whol 
campe,yet they were neuerreleeued with any ſuc- 
cour at all,inſomuch thatthe greateſt part of them 
being flainein defence, the enemie at laſt entered 
and putthe reſidue to the ſwoord. 

Torchearſe vnto you the fundrie and ſeuecrall 
calamities thattheſe poore men, as well Capraines 
as ſouldiers endured,during the ſmall time of that 
their vnfortunate bernice, cHeciallye at Ganrkecke, 
Axke.andGraver,would ſeeme(Tam fure)vnto you 
for the vaſpealable ſtrangeneſle thereof, ſcarcelye 
credible, tor they neuer receiued all the time of 
their ſcruice anie one moneths paie. I haueſeenc 
Lieutenants and Enfighes of them go vp & downe 
the campedegging their bread,coucred only with 
olde mantles about their ſhonlders, and haue my 
ſelfe releeved ſome of them. Shortly after came P;. 
got,who brought with him Sir John Nowris his regi- 
ment,being wellneerea thouſand , as tall and wel] 
appointed men as were in Europe, whole ſeruice, 
how meritotious and beneficialljt was vnto the 
Spaniards,[ leaue co their judgements that khowe 
the

rene Countrie. For by rendeiing of A/oft vnto him, 
they werethe occaſion thathee got Darmounaethe 
Saſeate torres of Letskms hooke, Saint Anthontes, & 
Saint Marearets,the belt part of the land of Waff, & 
in manner Gaw#t it ſelte,as the ſequel ſhewed.Not- 
withſtanding all which ſeruice., they were within 
two yeeres (pace;what with hunger, thegallowes, 
& rigorous dealing,conſumed and brought to no- 
thing, And laſt at Stalbrooke,cuen againſt the yeeld- 
ing vp of Amtwayp, whenall other Nations wereto 
cecejue their count and reckoning,they only were 
infamouſly caſhicrd without anic one moneths 
paie . And which ofall others is moſtmonſtrous 8& 
{carce credible, whereas ſome of the Captains, not 
long before had made them of their owne purſes 
new and faire Enſignes, thoſe Enfignes were vio- 
lently taken _ wy my that bare them and 
deteined. Which abuſe and wrong though captaii 
TOR and the other ona, 
tothe duke with great proteſtations, yetthey could 
neuer obtaine ante reſtitution, | 
Somewhat before this time, when the whole 
campe was atthe ſiege of Derzound paide two mo. 
neths,they onely though of all others moſt trauel- 
ledinthe Kon 4 wadin g cueric night boſome 
high to their waſt, and hauling had more men lain 
inthat ſiege than anic other regiment in the whole 
cam pe,couldnot recceiue one pennie,notwithſtan- 
din g they had paſſed in muſter with he reſt, and 
ſome of the Captaines bribed the C tommiſlarie, 
thinking thereby to make a greathand. Bur inſted 
of 


_ Engliſh fog! tines, 
of mony, when they ſhewed the Nuke, they were 
{cornfully by him turnedof, to the Contadores,of 
whom they receiuedthe moſt baſe & opprobrious 
ſpecches that cuer were giuen ſoldiers, & were in 
Fl ne reiected without cuerreceiuing one halfpeny. 
And laſtly, when the Regiment was caſt, whereas 
the paic ofa reformed Captaine amongſt them, of 
what Nation ſocuer he be, is fortie crownes, they 
giue onely to ourEngliſh captaines fiue and twen- 
tic a moneth. Not long before it chanced that one 
of the Captains, whoſe name was Edward Vincent, 
was taken in a Skirmiſh by the enemie at Pernence, 
and ſetatranſome at a hundred and fifty polundes, 
to make which raunſome,his father beeing thenin 
Flanders,a poore olde man of ſeucnty yeres of age, 
fell vpon his knees before the Duke, weeping and 
imploring his helpe. But in ſted of yelding him re- 
leete,the Duke badde takeawaie the olde dronken 
foole : the griefe whereof ſtrake the old man ſo to 
the heart,thathe went home and dyed within fixe 
daycs,and his ſonne for lacke of his raunſome was 
ſhortly after hanged at Perges, Pigot himſelfe being 
ſome three yeeres fince taken, and Barne,betweene 
Gauntand Brages, were neuer relecucd with anic 
one pennie towardes theyr charges or raunſomes, 
Pigot was ſuffered m——_— to end his daics in pri- 
ſon,and ſo had Bernealſo, but that his wife,by her 
ſolicitation, found: ſuch fauour among/ his priuate 
friends,that he got as muchas paide his raunſome, 
but ncuer could obtaine one pennie ofthe Duke, 
though ſhee were an importunate ſutor ynto him.

Laſtly,came ir W. Standley and R. Torke rende- 
ring vnto the King the Towne of Dexenter,8& fort 
of Satphen , the one with a Regimentof foote,the 
other with a companie of Lances. Let vs ſee howe 
the one and the other was vſcd, Firſt, fir William 
Stanaley was confirmed goucrnour of the Towne 
heerendercd, and his Regiment lefte there in gar- 
riſon with the receite of two moneths paic.

might bee a continuall nurferie and ſeminarie of 
ſouldiers to fight fot the ſame .

From thence they were preſently 
drawen downc into Brebamt, wheie they wintered 
in the field without monie,andin ſuch greatmilſe- 
ric and pouertic, that tenne weekestogether theyr 
chiefeſt foode and (uſtenaunce in T arnolt, was vn- 
pouderedacornes, which they founde in cellers:

Butreturningagaine - ſpeeches toyou, (O 
vnnatural Fngliſh-men)rothoſe whom you ſhould 
obey trecherous and vnfaithfull, and of thoſe that 
you doo obey contemned and made lanes! how 
can you indure to thirſt after the deſtraRion of ſo 
ſiveetea countrie , in which you receiued your be- 
ing,and that gaue you nuriture being yong? What 
religion muſt char be, that animatet to ſecke 
ſubuerſion of ſo benigne a'princefle and of {o 
glorious an eſtate? The olde worthie Romanes 
thought it the moſt heroycall thing that might 
bee, ro vowe themſelues ſometimes to death for 
their countrie, andeuen toſpend their lives in de- 
fence of their alters, temples , and monumentes of 
their Elders: and you ſeeke to ſee your Countrie 
bathing in che bloud of yourpatents,kindred, and 
triendes,to ſee your cities, temples and auncient 
monuments flaming inrhefire,toſce your virgines 
defloured,and further,to bririgthenobleſt nations 
top | flaueric'and ſcruirude;'yea, and that 
of the moſt baſe, wicked, proude and crueleſt na+ 
tion that liveth,a nation not yerfully an hundred

yeeres lince wholie they receiued Chriſtianitie, 
and 
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andas yetarc in their hcartes a greatenumber of 
them,pagans & moores,from profeſſion of which, 
they are onelye helde by the {cuere bridle of the 
languinarye and moſt crucll Heathen Inquili- 
tion. 

1; BuethatPaganiſme of theirs, which in theys 
profeſhion they dare not ſhew, they doin theyr ty- 
ranie,blaſphemie,ſodomie,crueltic,murther,adul- 
terie, and other abhominations ſufficiently diſco- 
uer. If the Nawemantiines , Saquntines , and Neſſa- 
#7agis burnte their townes, {lewe theyr wiues and 
children, and familie themſelues, rather than they 
woulde receiue the yoake of worthie and vertu- 
ous Nations that inuaded chem, What ſhould we 
then doo, whome our vertuous aunceſtours haue 
lefte honoured with the innumerable trophies of 
many viRories, rather than to induretheinſolent, 
wicked, and tyrannous gouernment of that Na- 
tion, yhome all Europe hath in horrous, leauing 
to our; poſteritie after, vs a perperuall ſervitude 
and bondage, and an cuerlaſting memorie of our 
cowardile. 

Burt leaving this vnrill a fcter time, I- hope 
this that is alreadie ſayde ſhall bee ſufficient to 
make you cleerclyand plainely vnderſtandethat 
there is not to bee obtayned the {weernefle, ly- 

bertie, and tranquilitie of conſcience which you 

expecte and looke for, but rather turmoile and 
griefe of minde, with a perpetuall grudging and 
remorſe of conſcience ,: ſcandalized with infinite 


and innumerable examples of ill lyte, impiciie,

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fodomie, blaiphemic, detamation , and periurie. 


On the other (ide, rowardes her Maicſtic and the 


ſtare of your country,you ſhall be helde & reputed 
asatraitor,and of thole whom you ſhal here ſerue, 
nobetter , who make no further reckning of any of 
vs,than as of baſe people, fugitiues ourof our cun- 
eric ftordebr,cheeuerie, or ſome one hainous crime 
orother;thinking it a matter impoſsible ( howſoe- 
uer we diſguile the ſame vnder prerext of religion) 
that anieman beeing in his countrie of hen cal- 
ling or meanes to liue, ſhould be fo ſenſeleſle as to 
exchange the ſame for a condition ſo baſe, begger- 
ly,andinfamous,as that which wee doo heere in- 
dtire:'And fo did a Spaniſh Captaine in playne'

But now to the third point of my Diſcourſe, 
concerning the miſlike which ſundrie of you haue 
of her Maieſties gouernment, and the ſtate of your 
countrie at this preſent, to ſecke to tranſport your 
ſelues hether as into a hauen of blis & {ecuritie.

Their noble men & rulers, in whoſe 
verrue and courage conſiſted their chiefeſt refuge 
intimes paſt, when they were wronged andtyran- 
nized, haue bene munhcred niaghed porfenied, i 
and ſlaine by the bloudie miniſters of theyr cruell 
king:they are taxed in great ſummes,and numbers 
of men ſent violently into France andforren _ 
G. an 
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and the relikes of their nobulitic forced to go wyth 
them in perſon,to their apparant flaughter,leauing 
in the meanetime theyr countries 1n praicto the e= 
nemie,theyr villages flaming in fire,& theyrrowns 
battered about theyr cares with the Cannon,theyr 
priuiledgesare by wrong and tyrannie taken from 
rhem,their cities that ſometimes ſtrived with op- 
pulencicand glorie with the goodlieſt and greateſt 
of the world, are gouerned by baſe and barbarous 
Spaniardes , bridled with theyr garriſons and ca- 
ſtles,and forraged and ſpoiled by them,atſuchtime 
as their payment faileth. No face of iuſticeintheyr 
common-wealth, but the ſame is pliable to the wil 
of ſuch ſtrangersas are gouernors of their towns, Gt 
captaines of their caſtles,theyr goodly hauens, har- 
bouring ſometimes with innumerable ſhippes la- 
den with marchandiſe from all-partes of the world, 
are now frequented euen ofthe fiſher-boates, their 
trafficke ceaſed, and theyr townes almoſt delarte : 
in the moſt of which , of tenne houſes together, 
there are ſcarſe three inhabited , theyr villages a- 
broade burned and ouergrowen with buſhes, their 
goodlye meddowes and fruitefull paſtures drow- 
ned many miles wide and longe, by letting in of 
ſluſes, and cutting downe ditches. The manſion 
houſes and caſtelles of theyr Nobilitic abuſed and 
. throwen:downe, they-errable grounde waſte and 
vntilled, infomuch that there a man maye haue as 
much lande as hee will,znd thankes withalLfor the 
onely manuring thereof , As for the poore labou- 
ring people of thecountric, for the moſt parte they 
are 
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are al ſtarued and conſumed with hunger,of which 
diſeaſe, my ſclfe haue knowen two thoutand dic 
in one ſummer, ſo that you may ride in ſome pla- 
cesan hundred miles without ſeeing of a man, wo- 
man, or childe,vnlefſe it be ſome poore filly foule 
that commeth creeping out of the woodes hunger 
ſtarued, more lyke contuſitated ghoſtes, than a ly- 
9 Cre creature . And yet all theſe ina ma- 
ner happier, becauſe they are at an ende of theyr 
miſeries,than ſuch as doo liue within the inhabi- 
ted places of the countrie,as Cempine and the land 
of Waſt: and theſe of all the people inthe worlde I 
take to be the molt wretchedſt. Ouereuerie village 
of theſe are appointed certain horſemen, towhom | 
they are all to paie monethly contribution, ſome 
ten poundes,ſometwentie, and ſome thirtic, ſome 
more and ſomeleile,I knew one village that paide " 
an hundred poundes cuerie moneth, called Tur. | 
#olt : but they paide it ſo long, till ail the dwellers 
ranne awaic,and haue now inamanner left it void 
of inhabitauntes. Ouer this village and the whole 
Countrieis appointed a Comiſlarie called Sygo- ; 
nio, for the paymentoftheyr contributions, of all 
mga living the moſt cruelleſt, and of leaſt con- 
cience.|Who if they faile, and doo not bring in 
theyr moncie at the laſt daic of the moneth, hee 
ſendes foorth troupes of horſe-men torake the beſt  - | 
of them priſoners, and withall, to driue home to i 
their quarters or garriſons ſuch ſheepe, oxen, or 
cattell whatſocuer as they finde in thoſe villages, | 
which hce cauſeth, if the money followe not 1 
| G 3 within 
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within fiuc or ſixe daics at the turtheſt,tobe ſold at 
che drum or Trumpet,and with*Yforcerh them to 
paie a great fine, the one halteuzw#hich he retayn- 
eth to himſelte, and the other to the ſouldiers, for 
their out-roades and forberance of the monie.Bur 
the mileric of theſe poore people enderh not here, 
for beſides all this, «ns are forced many times to 
lodge ſoldiers in their houſes, as they march along 
the countrie vponſeruice,at which time it is incre- 
dible what outrages they receiue, theyr cattell kil- 
led, their corne threſhed out and giuen to horſe, 
their cheſts broken vp,their goods euen tothe very 
ſheetes and tikesof beds, ſtollen and carried awaie 
by the ſoldiers when they march, themſclues bea- 
ten , and their wiues and their daughters abuſed: 
and in fine, whatelſe is tothe nature of man grie- 
uous and intollerable , they are conſtrained to in- 
dure. Neitheris the condition of the poore citizens 
or townes-men any better,who being forced tore- 
cciue garriſon,and to lodge fouldiers in their hou- 
ſes, imparting tothem the beſt chambers and come 
modities ofthe ſame , neuer hearing from them a- 
nic other word, eſpeciallic if they 'P eaſe not them 
inall theirexhorbitant demands, than Perhamenes, 
Lutherano, Borthio,&re, Yetbelides, they are daylye 
wearyedout with continuall exactions and taxati- 
ons,as the hundreth penaie, the tenth pennic, and 
once a yeere without faile, the fifthly pennie of all 
their goods and landes, beſides infinite other pilla- 
ges and gatherings towardes the making of ram- 
pircs,bulwarkes,ballaſadowes, countercerpes, _ 
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the reparation ot theyr wals, and to giuing of mu- 
nition,bread,beere,and cheeſe,to ſuch ſouldyers/as 
ſhall pafle by theyr rownes diſtrefled of vidtualles, 
with infinite tuch like. I haueknowen(lT ſpcake it of 
my faith) poore people of CAntwarpe forced to (ell 
their beddes they lie vppon, to fſatisfie their tyran- 
nous exactions,which They ſhould not doo, exc- 
cution of their goods,attachment of their perſons, 
ſhoulde preſentlye followe. But which is moſt be. 
yond reaſon, whereas within the rownes the moſt 
part of their houſes are vacant and vnhired, yet the 
owners of themare taxed acehrding to the value 
in which they were wontto bee hired . Inſomuch, , 
that in A*twarpeand other townes,it is a matter ye- 
ric viuall for men to diſclaime,and quit their owne 
houſes,thereby to beexempted of ſuch payment as 
otherwiſeby reaſon of the they are charged with, 
and that they do iurildicially beforethe magiſtrate, 
at which time the Ainan entereth in', aud ecaizeth 

n them to the kings vic. Belides, when as ſun- 
drie Gentlemen and other the inhabitants of this 
countric,hauing certaine annuall rents iſſuing out 
and charged vpon the kings demaines in the Dat- / 
chic of Brabant,atlcaſt to the yeerelye valuc often 
thouſand poundes, ſome of the which rents have 
beneby themſclues bought ofthe ſtates generall, | 
ſomeleft vntothemby their parents and predeceſ- | 
fours. The king vniuſtlye and dy tyrannie difanul- 
ling the ſaid rents, hath,and doth, withourforme of 
juſtice, take into his owne hands the ſayd demains, 
appropriating the vic, commoditic, and reuenue 
G 3 thercof 
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thereof to the maintenance of his troupes of horſe 
- men.But whatſhall I trouble you anie longer with 
Tecounting vnto you the aſſize, impoſitions, taxes, 
extorrions, pillages, and heauie intollerable bur- 
thens laid vpon this afflicted poore peoplegby their 
vniuſt and cruell king. Compare now(lI praie you) 
hcerewith, your eſtate of goucrnment at home, 
and tell mee which of them two you thinke to bee 
moſt fortunate. Dothher M a 1 = s t r deale inthis 
order with you, whoſe gouernment you ſo much 
miſlike £ oh God,how can you be fo peruerſe,ſee- 
ing the bleſſedneſſewherein ſhee maintaines you, 
as not to acknowledgethe ſame ? How gentle are 
thehelpes and ſubfidies which ſhe exacteth of you, 
withoutthe vadooing or hinderance of anic man 
of whom they are exacted * And on the other fide, 
how profuſely ſpendeth ſhee her owne treaſure for 
the maintenance of your wiues, andchildren, and 
parents,in repoſe,juſtice and ſecuritie.Oh praieto 
God for her long life and proſperous cſtate, for in 
her conliſteth the tipe of your felicitie ! 

But nowe tothe other pou of your miſlike. 
Whereas the aduerſaric hath beaten into your 
heads, that the ſtate ſtandes daungerous, as becing 
farre to feeble and not{ufficient to withſtande and 
refiſt ſo mightic and oppoſed an encmie as is the 
king of Spaine,terrifieng with millionsof gold and 
innumerable nations oucr whome hee command- 
eth,l hope by theclcere and cuident reaſons I ſhal 
ſhew you,to make you vnderſtand thatthefame of 
bim is farre greater than his force, and thatthere is 
no 
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no prince this date in the wortd whoſe eſtate {tan- 
dath more tickle and readie to ruine than his , and 
thatthege is no-cauſe why we ſhould feare him, but 
many why he thould feare vs, Firſt, that hee is the 
moſt mightic and oppulent prince of Europe, I doo 
not denie,it hee had vied moderation in kis great- 
neſſe, and acknowledged thebenefites which God 
hath beſtowed vpon him with thankfulnefle, But 
ſuchis the ſtate whereunto his ambitious aſpiring 
hath atthis preſent brought him, or rather the re- 
-nengefull hande of God which hangeth ouer his 
head for his horrible tyrannics and odious offen- 
ces,eſpeciallye for his wicked pariacide and mur- 
ther committed vppon the perſon of his wife, his 
ſonne,andſundrie others of his beſt and trucſt ſub- 
ies: thathe isinthe middeſt of theſe hisriches,in- 
digent,poore,and indebted, vnable to giuc ſatisfa- 
Qiontoſuch ſouldiers as he maintaineth,to which 
end heis forced toextort vpon his poore ſubictes, 
and tyranize ouer them. Ofthis his indigency and 
beggerie,we ſec cueriedaie experiencehere before 
our cics, his owne naturall ſubies, the Spaniards, 
being the beſt diſciplined ſouldicrs he hath,and of 
whom he maketh greateſt account, are forced for 
want of their paiment, which isnow three yeres be- 
hind,to ceaſe his townes and artillety,to contemne 
his commandements and-proclamations,& finally, 
to bend their armes & diſplay their Enfignes vpon 
the walsagainſtthe Duke. To remedic which mu- 
tinie,there was poſt ypon poſt ſcnrinto Spaine, yet 
in ſcucn maneths there could no moniCbe found, 
Not- 
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Notwithſtanding many and moſt important detri- 
ments,he receiucd by occaſion of this mutinie, as 
the loſle of Breda, the retardaunce of the Frenche 
ſuccours,the danger of Numigen, &c. whereas the 
whole ſummethey demaunded was not much a- 
boue fifteene thouſand. Beſftdes,doo bur looke into 
the manner of his proceedings in theſe Low coun: - 
trics with his ſouldiers , ( of which becauſe I haue 
beſt experiencelI will chieflie ſpeake)and you ſhall 
finde nothing in the world more beggerly and in- 
digent. Neither(asI heare) is it better in his other 
prouinces;:which verily I belecue, ſceing of all 0- 
thers itimporteth him to vſe thembeſt,as being his 
eldeſt , perfeteſt in diſcipline',and beſt experien- 
ced troupes,andin fine,thoſe vnto whomhe chief- 
lieſt repoſeth,as the onely vpholders and maintay- 
nance of him in his tyrannie. Yet was there neue 
inthe worlde, I dare vndertake, king nor prince, 
how baſe,banquerout,or needie ſo cuer, in whoſe 
ſeruice ſo many braue ſouldiers haue died of hun- 
ger,orthat haue vied ſuchcooſning trickes & ſhifts 
toſtoppe necelsities,and to decejue his ſouldicrs as 
he hath done. 

Firſt,the cquntrie not beeing yet fully conſu- 
med, waſted,and deſtroyed, he authorized his ſol- 
diers to ſpoyle and ſteale the goods and cattell of 
the poore peſants, forcing them toraunſome theyr 
houſes from fire,and their perſons from murther, 
by which meanes the ſouldiers lingered in ſuch 
ſort, thatI haueknowen them remaine three yeres 
together withoutone moncths paie.Butafterward 
Antwarpe 
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I hed(janc'f.the 1 
the moſt ample manner pathible,, incouraginghim 
withmuch and many promiſtstoproceed,; 
which hee'did with the aducnturc of moſt part of 
his credite and , infomuch,.thart hee laded- 
three ſhippes,of which one was ſcattered by tem- 
peſt,and catawaievponthe coaſt of Scothande,the 
ther two cimefalth;home to Callice, 'bitat that 
timeſuch was cither theill luckof him,or the good 
lucke of thecountrie, that vpon a new plentie har- 
ugft whichqhcy had, corne was abated from fortie 
foute- the Virendell, to fixe ſhillinges, at 
wart wt Soar by the kings appoinrment, 
boughthis and munition / erefu- 
 fingt that hee wasfaine, whileſthe 
made his futetoth keepetheſameſolon 
vpon his owne harids, thatit venowed and waxed 
makſtic,in ſuchſone,that he was faine tothrow the 
gceateſt parte awaie, without euer to this daje bee- 
ing able to teceine-of che of re- 
compence,infomerhy that hee was- to the 
| ETD: confalionef him his 
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deſire to haue better experience, looke butintothe 


oftceot his Treaſurerat Bruſſels ;and there you ſhal 
dayly and hourely ſee aroken ſufficient of his op- 
pulencieannd magnificencie, there ſhall you 
finde a miſerable troupe of ſutours, with affignati- 
ons for nionie;graunted them 
of which have loſta lepge' oran armie, eyther tho- 
rough ageor infirmitie, that hath gotten their Li-

kingdome, The tucceſle ot which enterpriſe Iwold 
not write, being tothe whole world notorious and 
knowen. In the confiſtoric of Rome hee is faine to 
entertainea greatnumber of thoſe hungrie Cardi- 
dinals in penſion and fee, therby to gaine their voi- 
ces when needrequireth,which liberalitie of his he 
cannot by anie meancs withdrawe,forin ſo dooing 
he ſhould be aſſured to haue them his enemies, and 
contrarie to his proceedings. 

Laſtly,fot concluſion, hemaketh at this inſtane 
open warres with France, England, and the Lowe 
countries : What deme you then hereof: Hath he 
not{trow you) vent for his treaſures? His father was 
a better ſouldierand a greater man of warre than 
he is,and as mightie a prince eucricdeale(his Por- 
tugall Indians only excepted) in place of which he 
quietly inioyed theſe his Lowe countries, whichin 
reſpec of their great oppulencic, abundance of ri- 
ches, & conuenientnes of {cituation, weretothem 
accounted nothing inferior. And yethe neuer da- 
redattemptto make warres vpon France alone, but 
he firſt fought by allpoſſible means to aſſure him- 
ſelfe in friendſhip with England, giuing to thatend 
great and mightie preſents to Cardinal Wolſey, and 
others of the councel,thatin thoſe daies were with 
her Maieſties fatherof worthic memorie K. Henrie 
the eight: whereas his ſonne makes war withallthe 
world carelefly at once, butthe Italiansſhaue atrue - 
wr wy tutto abraccienes ung, firing, And ſo 1 

ope it (hall fare with him. 
Now astouching thoſe his mighticandpuilant 
I. num- 
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numbers of men, which they ſay he is able'to make, 
I take ypon me to know the ſtate of his forces alwel 
as other,and TI hercin of all other men know him to 
hemoſ needieand wanting, For as for Spain, Na- 


ples, and Lombardi, of which his only force con- 
\liſteth, and which ate his chiefeſt ſtore-houſes of 
men,it is ſufficiently knowen, that his drums haue 


gone a whole yeere beating vpand downe, accor- 
ding as their maner is, to-gettogether {rx thouſand 
men, and thoſe all ſhephecardes, hedgebreakers, 

and ſuch idle trewantly rogues, the moſt parte of 
which he is forced toput in garriſon for ayeereor 
tro to falhionthem, Fefore he ſend the to ſernice. 

Iaw about twoyeres agone afreſh leuiethat came 

out of Paſtrauia, who put them preſently in the ca: 

ſtle of {ntwarp,drawing out the olde garriſon,the 
moſtſilly naked ſnakes thateuerT fawe in my lyfe, 
ſuch,as in my conſcience,a man indeed wold beat 
ten of them. 

As for Germanie ,out of the which heereto- 
fore he hath drawen greate numbers,and by theyt' 
helpe donegreat matters before Maſtrig in Freiſland 
and thoſe places, his vfage hath bene ſo baſe and mi. 
ſcrable vnto them, that the old ſouldiers are all ſtar- 
uedand conſumed in his ſeruice, whoſe calamitie, 
hathſo terrified the reſt ar home, that no prince in 
Europe hath leſſe credire'to raiſe men therethan 


| hee. Andthough there were no ſuch matter, yet 


they arc no waie boune$vnto him more than to an 
other,theyr profeſsion beeing to ſerue onely him 
that will beſt paie them beſt,and yer if I 

raiſe 
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raiſe anie of the alliaunces of her Maieſtie, andthe 
ſcituation of their Countrie conſidered, it ſhoulde 
be a matter of great difhcultic toioyne them wyth 
his other troups. Where are then his innumerable 
legions withwhich hee meanesto ouercomethe 
world ? Alliance he hath none,vnleſſe it bee wyth 
therebcllious league of France: ofthemhe can re- 
cciue no aide nor comfort, themſclues being mile- 
rableand diſtrefled, by reaſon wherotmoſt burde- 
nous vntohim, & yet there isno man liuing in the 
world lefle bcholden vntothem than he. For not- 
withſtanding all his afsiſtance , they woulde neuer 
yceld to recciue his forces into their townes orfor- 
treſſes,ſeruing onely theirturnson him for the pre- 
ſent time, 
As for the pope and the Princes of Italye, 
what fayre weather ſocuerthey doo beare him, he 
voth truſteth them,and they him, and greatrcaſon 
they haue ſo to doo. And withall,this maledition 
hangeth vpon him, thatas hee is of all forraine na- 
tions diſtruſted, doubted, andabhorred, ſoboth he 
andthevery name of aSpaniard,is moſt loathſome 
and hatefullto the reſt of his owne ſubicctes. Inſo- 
much,that in Millaine the young Gentlemen haue 
a paſtime by night, which they call Caccia Aarran, 
that is, putting on a viſard on theyr face by night, 
they goe with theyr long rapiecrs or picked baſti- 
nadoes vnder they cloakes out in the Towne to 
ſeeke Spaniardes in the Gewes oranie other place 
where they thinke they are lykely to finde anic of 
them, vnto whome aan «a as manye _— 
2 an 
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and blowes that they can laic vypon them, inſomuch 
thatthc Spaniards dare not for their cares abide out 
ot the caſtle after ſhutting in ofthe gates. As forhis 
dealingin Portugall,who knowes not hiscruell ty- 
ranic,and the hatred they bearc him? 

But now cometo her M a 1 s s r r,andyou ſhal 
find another manner of ſtate of matters: herrealme 
plentifully abounding in men of watlike diſpoſiti- 
on,of whom ſhe is louced & adored : her warres are 
iuſt,charitable,godly,& defenfiue,for maintenance 
of which, beſides the truſt that ſhe repoſethin God, 
who hath hetherto mightily and miraculouſly de. 
fended her,ſhe is alied in ſtraightleague,friendſhip 
& confederation with the moſt victorious & chri- 
ſtian king of France, with the kings of Denmarke & 
Scotland, with the Switzers,and with ſundrie prin- - 
ces and ſtates of the Empire,al being herneighbors 
dominions,vnited with hers, and thereby ready to 
aſſiſt,aid,8&fuccor one another in all ſuch occafions 
as ſhall or may happen. Al this then conſidered,tell 
me,I praic you,whar occaſion offearc or miſdoubt 
you haue. If youthinke the Engliſh valor not tobe 
compared with that of the Spaniard, readc but the 
Chronicles,and you ſhall inde how much youare 
decciued:you ſhall finde thata ſmal armie of Eng- 
liſh-men,vnderthe conduRof that worthie prince 
of Wales, eldeſt ſonne to Edward the third, paſſed 
in deſpight of them thorough Cawerre into Spaine, 
and there in the middeſt and bowels of their owhe 
countrie,oucrthrew at Nadves their vſurping king, 
Henry the baſtard(of whoſeraſc this manis _—_— 
| c 
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ded by his grandmother)bcing accompanied with 
the nobilitieot the countrie,and 60000.0t thebra- 
ueſt fighting men inSpaine,& ſovtterly ouerthrew 
him, thattheyerected king in his place Dox Pedro, 
theiriuſt & lawtull prince ot that kingdome, whom 
by maine force they conſtrained all their cities and 
noble men of the country to receiue. Read beſides 
the valerous conqueſtes atchicued by 194» Dukeot 
Lancaſter, brother ynto the ſayd prince, in Gallicia, 
againſt Don 1ohn,lonne of the ſayd Henrie the viur- 
ping baſtard:bel1des,the chronicles of Portugalare 
full of the materiall proweſle of the Engliſh & glo- 
rious victories obtained in ſeruice of their king, to 
whoſe aide thcy were called againſt the faide king 
of Caſtile 

Bur what need I run backe into the paſſed ages 
to ſecke examples: Looke bur into the incounters 
that haue bene of late daies betweene them and vs 
eitherby ſca or land, and you ſhall finde that th 
hauc alwaies carried the blowes. As by land, at the 
encountering of Graze and that of Sutphen , where 
the honor of the world and ornament of England, 
fir P.Sidney by his aduenturous valor was flaine,be- 
ſides many other bickerings and skirmiſhes of lefle 
moment n-edles ro recice. Of ſea matters I account 
it bootleſſcro fpeake, ſogreatly and aboue meaſure 
glorious is the ſame, & bruited through the world, 
of the worthie voiages of fir F, Drake, fir 1. Hankrns, 
fir M.Frobiſher,C.Raiman, and thereſt of the braue 
and couragious Gentlemen,who for the benefit of 


thcir countric haue not ſpared to make aduenture 
I 3 of 
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of theirliues and fortunes. 

Butif youdefire one exawple of all, let that then 
ſeruc of his huge late fleet, with which, Golyas like, 
heethreatned heauen and carth, & with which he 
thought to haue circumuented and ſurpriſedat vn- 
awares her Maieſtic,whileſt falſely, wickedly,anda. 
buſiuely, hce entertained her Graces Commiſſio- 
ners in Flanders withatreatic of peace, To which 
ber Highneſle lykea Chriſtian princeſle,and for to 
auoide the eftuttion of Chriſtian bloud, was verie 
vnclinable. But God,as he hath alwaies done,ſo at 
thistime did hee miraculouſly protect her Maicſty 
in ſuch ſort,that through the great, carctul, andex- 
ceeding yalorous reſolution of that moft worthie 
and renowmed Gentlemanthe Lorde Admirall of 
England, of whoſe couragious behauiour and ter- 
rour, with which he amazed them,the veric enemy 
himſelfe, though agaynſt his will, makes worthic 
mention. They were with a {mall number of Eng- 
liſh ſo fiercely and vigorouſly encountered, that 
their reſiſtance notpreuailing them,they were ſcat- 
tered,chaſed,and vtterly dilſcomfhted, in ſuch ſorte 
as the whole world knoweth, ſo that Zacans verſe, 
me thinkes,may verie fitly bee applyed vnto them, 
Territa quaſitis oſtendunt terga Britannts, 

; Beſides, what better triall can you haue of the 
yalour of their nation than this, being thirtie thou- 
ſand,thecreameof all theyr forces, and aboute the 
aſſembling ofwhich he had bene three yazes buſt- 
ed,yet when they came vpon the coaſt of England 
darednot to landea man : whereas weethe nexte* 
| yecre 
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yeerefollowing,wichalirele Nauje,containing not 
zbouec cleuen thoufand men, vader the condutt of 
the two moſt renowmed Captaines, {ir 705 Noy- 
risand fir Frances Drake,landed in Spaine;burnt his 
ſhipping, put his people tothe ſword, &his townes 
ta the fire, and coalted thence along into Portugal, 
and there landing, marched in his countrie,cuen to 
his gares of Lrisbane with drums founding, anden- 
ſignes diſplayed : from whence wee returned vn- 
_—_ withall byanie of his forces eitherby ſeaor 
land. 

Theſerhings well con(idered, me thinkes you 
haue greater reaſon to hope onedaie to ſeeEng- 
liſh Enfignes dijplayed in cA/edrill,together wyth 
the vrter ruine ofthat proude tyrant of Spaineand 
his holy Fatherthe pope,with all their rabble,than 
aniewaic to feare himor his proceedings, And yet 
there is one point betidesall the abonc rehearſed, 
out of which-we may'teccine ſingular comfort, as 
that of which all other moſt deepelye vexeth and 
affliteth his cogitarions,and which , no doubt be- 
fore itbe long wil giue vs a greataduantage againſt 
him,and that is;zthe contention which hee/ſeeth to 
fpringvp in hisowne houſe, of which T will briefly 
diſcourſe vnto you the occaſions, becauſe you ſhall 
vnderſtand the.ſame the better. |

alwaics noriſhed vnder his own wing, acquainting 
her euen from her cradle with matters of ſtate and 
gouernment. In which now,by reaſon of her long 
traineandexperience therein, ſhee is exceedinglye 
practiſed and ripe. With her, what waightie matter 
{o euerhee vnderraketh, hee participateth the ſame 
before,demanding her aduice and counſcll, ſpend. 
ing ſometimes whole halfe daies they two in com- 
munication together. V pon her(the youths weak- 
nefle & {1mplicitie of the yong prince conſidered ) 
are the cies of all menthrowen, vppon her depend 
the nobilitic,gentilitie and commons,and innume- 
rable troupes of ſutors,into whoſe harts ſhe hath ſo 
inſinuatcd herſelte,that they doo beare an exceed- 
ing loue andreuerence towards her,many mighty 
men haue bin offered herin mariagc,as the Empe- 
tour Kodolph,the king of Scotland,and divers other, 
butſhevntil ſhe ſee what wilbecomeot her father, 
whom ſhee ſeeth olde,opprefſed with infinit cares, 
andnotlikely long to hue , vpon whole death, her 
aRionsand manner of lite doth afſuredly thew,that 
ſhee is not of mettall ſufficient rogiue place to the 
yong idiot her brother, but atleaſt ſhee meanesto 
part ſtakes with him. 

In Spaine ſheknowes thereis no lawe Salike, to 
bridle her ambitious thoughtes, but women maye 
ſucceed 
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lucceed as men, for ſo grandmother Jowina did Fer- 
Ginands her father . Hauing theſe examples before 
her eyes, ſhe feedeth her minde with high & ambi- 
tious defares, of which ſhe hath made ſoclecreand 
cuidentdemonſtrations,that her Father to preuent 
this miſchicfe that hee fearcth, was forced this laſt 
yeere to aſſemble the whole eſtates of Spaine, & to 
make them {weare to be true vntohis ſonne, whom 
he preſently cauſed tokeepe his Court apart, ſend- 
ing him ſundrie of his councell; and commanding 
the nobilitie to be attendant on him, acquainting 
him , as much as in them lyeth , with mz aging of 
matters of waight,cſtate,and goucrnment. Beſides 
it is heere bruited forcertaine among vs, that the 
preſident of Artou Richardol,who the Duke of Par- 
ma had ſent into Spaine, to make his excuſes and iu- 
ſtiftcations againſt certaine pointes of treaſon, of 
which he was by the Duke of Paſtraxia and prince 
of Aſcoly accuſed tothe king, is now returned with 
commiſhon to aſſemble the nobles & ſtates of theſe 
Countrics, and to cauſe them to take the like oath 
tohis ſonne, therby to preuentas well his daughter 
as the Duke of Parma of their conceiued hopes, 
Butnow tocome to his feconddaughter, whom 
hehath long ſithence beſtowed in marriage vpon 
the Duke of Sawoy,withabſolute promiſe & ſolemn 
vow between him andher,toleaueher a kingdome 
for her dowrie. She isa princefſe in ambition and 
high deſire nothing vnequal to her liſter,but in wit 
& courage far herinferior,ſhe & her husband both 
alreadictake yppon themin their manner, ſtile,and 
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viage,a ſtate andtitle tar beyond their dignitie,con- 
uenient onelye vnto kinges. Alteſſs is the meaneſ 
phraſe they will beſpoken in vnto,refuſing any ler- 
ters thatare notſointituled, for ſuch is the will and 
pleaſure ofthe king her father. Naples & the Dut- 
chie of Millaine they haue alreadic deuoured in 
their hopes,which if her Father at his death leaue 
notquietly vnto them,they will be ſo bold as ſtrain 
curteſie with his ſon,toget them perforceifhe can. 
On the other (ide, the ſtates of Italy like not ſuch a 
mightie neighbor amongſt them, and thereforeto 
preuent both him and his fatherin lawes deſſcign- 
ment,haue made amoſt ſtraight ſecret league & al- 
liance among themſclues, tearming the ſame Fa- 
one de Stats: in which are compriſed the pope, the 
cnetians, the Duke of Florence, the Duke of Par- 
ma,the Dukes of Vrbin, Mantua, and Ferrara : the 
duke of Parma dared notto enter in among them, 
butis forced,though none more agreed to difſem- 
ble and temporize than hefor a while, he knoweth 
that the king hath bene exceeding iclous, and ſcek- 
eth,thoughlilyand diſſewblingly,his life,honour, 
& repuration. But abouec all, the difſention of Por- 
wgall, towhich hee perſwadeth himſelfe to haue 
right, asintruth his title is better than thatof the 
king of Spaines,ſticketh deep in his ſtomacke,,Ms- 
net alta monte repoſium, and wee doubte not bur one 
daie when occaſion ſhall ſerue , hee will make the 
worlde witneſle of his diſcontentment, which the 
king well knoweth,andgreatly feareth,buthe muſt 
haue patience,forhe can hardly remedie it, vnleſſe 
the 
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the duke will wittingly ouerthrow himſelfe,cſpeci- 
ally hauing theſc mcanes in his handes which hee 
hath,not onely to worke his owne ſecuritie, butto 
crie quittancealſowhen time ſhall ſerue. 

Burt ny now exceeded the limits of a letter, 
itistime 1 refraine my pen, hoping that theſe alled- 
ged demonſtrations ſhall, ifnot to worke the good 
effe which Idefirein you & other Gentlemen of 
my 95nd {6 at the leaſt to manifeſt the durifull 
zeale & loue I beare vnto the ſtate of my Country, 
 astoall faithfull members thereof, in participating 

vnto them ſuch things as by painfull and dangerous 
experiencel haue gathered,and do thinke neceſla- 
rie to be knowen, whercin I haue vyſed ſuch truth, 
that I hopeno man living ſhall be able to diſproue 
me, thoughl doubte not butthe ſame ſhall bee by 
ſome malitiouſly cenſured, and my ſelfe ſubic to 
abide the brunt of their mallice, being aſſured that 
I ſhallnot auaid the poiſoned rancor oftheir infa- 
mous defaming tongues and pens. For ſeeing they 
ſpare not in their traiterous ſpeeches & infamous 
pamphlcts,princes,noblemen,8& counſellors, men 
of great authoritic & vertue,it were folly for meto 
looketo ſcape ſcot-free. But ſuch is the toye I con- 
cciue in my good ing,thatIſhalreceiue com- 
fortthcreof, asa thing greatly redounding to my 
credit,ofſuch men as they are to becill ſpoken'of. 

Now laſtly fot concluſion, whereas you write 
that if there were no other benefite tobe gotten in 
theſe partes,burattaining the languages of foreine 
nations,with the knowledge of militarie ——_— 
K 3 an 
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and affaires of matter of ſtare , wherein you heare 
my ſelfe & others your country-men haucintheſe 
parts gteatly profited theniclues, it werea motion 
ſuthcient notonely'to make you leave your coun- 
tric fora time,but tohazard your felfe to any dan- 
gersin forain parts,I haue thought good therein to * 
let you vnderſtand,thatalbeit TI muſt confeſle, that 
Ihauein thoſe thinges profited more perchaunce, 
(without oſtentati6 be it ſpoken)than othersof our 
nation,for the moſt part haue done: yetasthe time 
now ſerueth,andthecaſe now ſtandeth art this pre- 
ſent, there is no poſsibilitie that'you or anie other 
may in farre longer time than I haue ſpent, attaine 
to the like;and ifyou could,yet the dangers that in 
aduenturing the ſame you ſhoulde indure, were 
farre greater than the benefites you could poſsibly 
reape might in_any wiſe pr ice? 
ſuch as tight anſwere your expeRation. Tn whi 

reſpeR,I praie you firſt confiderthar when'l came 
firſt ouer hether,the wars then here vnderraken ſee. 
med & wete it appdtanceto all the manner ſorrof 
men intheworlde. Bur inteſtine warres berweene 
theprince ard his ſubieRs;firch as no other foraine 
prince,andrhoſteſpecially our moſt noble Queene 
& Souveraignewas then nothing intereſſed:where- 
as finee}thathben madermanifeſt eotheworld that 
theſe warsand injuries offered kitig of Spaire 
to thoſe oftheLow countries, whoſelaws,cuſtoms 
and priuiledges he hath moſt yiolently,tyranouſly, 
wronefully and periuredly broken , whereby hee 
hath-freed them from hisſubicRion,yoake, and ty- 
ranie, 
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ranie,and iuſtly and deſerucdly toreuerloſt al ſuch 
prehieminences,prerogatiues, authoritie, and juril- 
diction as he pretended ouer them,as more amply 
appeareth in the ancient records of the priuiledges 
of theſe nations, which both he 8& his predeceflors 
attheirentrie of goucrnment into thele prouinces 
hauc ſolemnly vowed and {worne to maintaineall 
in generall,andeueric in particular inutolate,& vp- 
pon that couenantand condition they haue reci-

c faylingin the one, they to be exempted fromthe 
other. Norcouer, her Maicſtic ſceing the lamenta- 
ble and moſtpitritull cauſe of her diſtreſſed neigh» 
bours and allies, finding no other poſsible meancs 
by laborers, ſutes,meſſages,&ſundric Embaſſadors 
which ſhe moſt honorably ſentro.the king of Spain. 
for pacifieng the ſayd troubles,and reconciling the 
ſoyd king and thoſe : fometimes his ſayd ſubiectes 
hane bencinforcedto rake pittie and commiſerati-

Beſides,it ſhal be good for you & all other good 
ſubicRs of her Maieſties ,to remember that conhf1- 
dcration being had by her Maieſtie and her moſt 
K 3 honorable 
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honorable prudent councell,of the looſenes of ma. 
ny of herſubie&s, and ſmall reſpe&they had to her 
Highaes &countrie,& as litle to their owne ſafety, 
hir Maicſty hath cauſedto be publiſhed & ſet forth 
diucrſclawes,ordinances,proclamations,and inhi. 
bitions, whereby all her ſubicctes (except knowen 
marchants and ſtrangers) are ſtraightly forbidden 
to paſſethe ſeas into anie forraine partes without c- 
ſpeciallliſencc of her Maieſtic at thistime . There- 
Goa if you or anic other her Graces ſubicQs, ſhall 
nowe attempt to paſſe the ſeas without lawfull li- 
ſence,therce isno reaſon why you ſhuld expeRanie 
other than the rigor of the lawes & juſtice, & tobe 
holden guiltic of caſes capitall, eſpeciallyc ſuch as 
ſhall ſeruc vnder ſo openand profeſſed an enemic 
tothe crowne and ſtate. 

Further, I praye you to haue in conſideration,
